Only one chamber of the 
weapon luid been loaded and the ball 
had enttreil his heart. He was 24 years 
of age, and a few months ago was ad- 
mittcdSio tho bar as altarrisicr. Hewa.s 
of a morose and inclanchQly disposi- 
tioitj^dnh'e cause of the deed is at 
tributed to insanity, which for a -long 
time has been prevalent in his family. 
For many years bis iiiotlier lias been 
confined in an asylum in I'iiiuland, and 
Sir Alex. Campbell only returned yea- 
ter from a trip to England where, it is 
said, be v/ent for the purpose of ward- 
ing [oir symptoms of insanity which 
were developing in himself. Tlie deed is 
su|)posed to have been committed about, 
three hours before the discovery, as the 
servants slate ihcy iieard a noise like 
the re|)ort of a pistol proceeding from 
his room about 2:30. Sir Alexander 
Campbell is greatly affected by the 
shock.

7.-- -Tho de- 
lay in tliu arrival of the British inron- 
clad Helleropbon at St. .lulm's, Nlld., 
is Ri.'couiited for by the fact that Ad- 
miral the Karl of (Jiiiitwiliiain having 
visited IJonne hay, from which port 
some American lishermen were order- 
ed away by the customs collector, for 
the purpose of enquiring into the cir- 
cumstances, antl of ascertaining, iu 
view of the alarming reports ])ublished 
abroad resjiecting destitution and 
famine on liio Labrador coast, what the 
aetuiil state of those ail'airs and of the 
people were. H.^M. S.. Emerald duly 
acknowledged the presence of the ad- 
miral by the usual salute of guns. Un- 
fortunately this forinidity was attach- 
ed with a fatal casualty, thiit gives a 
gloomy opening to the official reception 
of so dibtiuguiihed a guest. At the 
tiring of the first gun on board the Em- 
erald, one of the men attendini^ it wa- 
killed. It appears that tho cannon, be- 
ing a bret;ch loader, was not properly 
closed, and in some unfortunate way 
tire was cotnmunicated to the charge 
prematurely with the result that tho 
wad struck the poor fellow, killing him 
instantly. 

The Blail On llaldiuiand.. 



Toronto, Sept. 9.— The Mail this 
morning, speaking of the Haldimand 
election, suys the contest was watched 
with great interest, inasmuch as it was 
the tirst held in Onliitio since llie com- 
mencement of the Fiiel af^iiaiion in the 
Province of Quebec. Hu|iporiers of the 
Government as well as that large body 
of independent lleformers, who are 
with the cabinet on the Kiel issue 
looked to the people of Haldimand to 
make a fitting response to the verdict 
in the recent election in Chambly, that 
they have not done so, is, we frankly 
admit, sonu^wliui disa|ipointin{;, but we 
think their action may be very reason- 
ably accounted for by supposing tbat 
tbey are not as yet fully alive to the 
danger involved in the Kiel move- 
ment.

JLOBD lUIfDULrii CRUEGEILfj. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, the present 
chancellor of the exchequer and leader of 
tho coiisorviUive party in the house of 
oniinoiia, like hia chief, the Marquis of 
Sulisbury, ia a raombor of one of the his- 
toric fiimilios of Engliuid, being a des- 
cendant of the celebrated Duke of Marl- 
borough, whose unrivalled abilities, both 
as a Btatesmaa and & soldier, gained for 
him fortune and renown during the 
reiqn <if Queen Anne. Lord Uandolpli, 
or "Randy," as the Uuckneys havo play- 
fully iiicknumod him, is one of the young- 
est 81)113 of the lute Duke of Marlborough, 
and altliough ho hue been but a short 
time in parliament, beia^ only 37 years of 
age, Justin HoOaitby sayiithat he has al- 
ready become one of ita most effective 
apeakora and Iiub a genuine career before 
him. Gifted wilh indomitable energy and 
courage, he ia feurloas in debate, and hia 
rBB|)ing, alaahing stylo of speaking has 
made him popular w ith the wenibors of 
hia parly. During the time the late 
Hovernraenfc of Mr. Gladatone was in 
power, some two or three years ago, Sir 
iSrailVird Northcoto (now L ird Iddoaloigh 
and secretary for ; ruign atfaira), was the 
leader of the conservative opposition in 
the houBO of commona. Although a high- 

* minded, patriotic gentleman, and one of 
the most respected niemberB of the house, 
wliodo word WAS never questioned, Sir 
iStatford lacked the political strategy 
neceaoary to make a successful leader for 
an opposition. In addition to this, he 
felt that he was by no means a match for 
Mr. Qladatone in debate, and cdViso- 
quently he was anything but anxious to 
bring about a party conflict, knowing 
\vell that he lacked the daring and skill 
that were necessary if he wished to suc- 
consfuUy break a political lance with his 
formidable opponunl. Itiit there was 
another and a mure creditable motive 
which hampered hia aQtiont. He re- 
membered that when in the government 
of Lord llBaconefield, during the San 
Stefauo embroilment witii Russia, ho 
was terribly hampered by tho fierce 
and reckless attrti'ks of Mr. Oladatone, and 
that he complained of them as a great 
hindrance to public! busiueaa. 8o, being 
a thoroughly ouQaoientioUB politioiaB, and 
having the good of hia oduntry at heart, 
he'gave up all thought of taking vengeance 
upon tho "grand old man" by adopting hia 
policy of haranaing and impeding thegov- 

^ ernment, aB 'j such a course might, at a 
oritioal. juooture, be productive of incal- 
culable injury to his country. With Lord 
Randolph there were no fiioh political 
Boruplcs, as he, like Mr. Qladatone, holds 
that ovorythiiig ia fair in politica aa well 
as in war. Ho ho totally ignored his lead- 
er and the rules of party discipline by 
Beijing upon every favorable opportunity 
of allackiiig the government. As ho is a 

;.i^pe»kQr of rare power, who neither givoH 

^non&i^i^mi^imm(mm^»^\a at- 
tack, his scathing deniinciatfona of the 

signal failures of tiie much vaunted for- 
eign iis Willi an Iiome policy of Mr. (!lad - 
Btone's govtriinient, gave him not only 
prominence but an inlluence in the ranks 
of his party which he cauld not otherwise 
havo obtained. As a pooof of this. Lord 
Salisbury, uiion the ilefoat of Mr. Glad- 
atoiin'a f;(ivc-Miment, appointed him to the 
oSko of iSocrotary of .State for India in the 
government that he formed. Although 
this government had but a short life, 
Lord Randolph disappointed both his per- 
sonal and political enemies by the large 
ainoiuit of adrniiiifitrative ability he exhib- 
ited in diiichai'giui^ the duties of hisollice. 
Ad Ohaiicollor of tlio l'^!Cche(|Uor, Lord 
llaiidolph will have to prepare the annual 
budget and have it criticised and severely 
handled by his groat opponent, Mr. (Jlid- 
atone, who is admitted to be one of tho 
ablest financiers of the present generation. 
Itut it ia not in fiiiancial niatters aloiio 
that l;i:) abilities are to bo tested. As 
loadiir ni the Uouao of Connnons, he will 
iiavi' Ihu control and dirt'ction of all tho 
diibate.t in lliat body. In addition, he will 
liave to display cooloesa, prudence and 
good judi^iiunit if be wishes to keep his 
party tcgother. These qualities may 
conio lo him ua he feels tho weight of his 
responmbilities . If he well and ably per- 
forms the duties that now dovolve upon 
him, a brilliant future lies before him, and 
aa he has youth, rank, and but few rivals 
to eon'urul with he may in a few 
years bocomi' the ri!i:ognized chief of the 
con;iervutive party of hia country.

'I'lic Introduction of Lobstcrsi. 

To XHK Editob ; In your issue of 26th 
Inst, reference is made to the intention of 
the fisherleB department to expenmeut in 
the matter of growing lobaterK in these 
waters and with your permiBsioii I will add 
my mite to that subject so far iiH to shew 
the oouelusiou to which I have coiuu aa to 
the probabilities of success, in ntteiupting 
the naturalization here of that cruataeeau. 
It does not ajipeur to have occurred to tbo 
advocates of the introduction of lobstora to 
our Paeitic waters that the diti'erence of tho 
tomperaturo of the water bottoms in tho 
Atlantic and Pacific borders of tbo couti- 
ueut may preseat the. same dilfiauUies to 
their artificial breeding,, as evidently pre- 
vented them f^rom making a natural selec- 
tion of this locality, "as did ithe common 
crab. ■ The fabt'is t|hat;abo'ut r,40 "= Fah. is 
the limit of endurance to the lobster and if 
the waters of our coast, affected by tho Ja- 
pan current wore tested for temperature, it 
would be found to bo fully ten dogroos too 
warm to suit tho habit.s of the lobster, 
though just aright for any amount of crabs. 
It seems only common House, therefore, to 
first ascertain if our waters will contribute 
the uecesaary conditions for tho weii being 
and multiplication, in a natural way, of tbo 
lobster family. The transport of lobsters 
from the Atlantic breeding grounds to the 
C. P. B.'s western terminus, is I luniutaiu, 
a secondary consideration to the doteriuiu- 
ation of their after treatment when they got 
there. There is not the least difficulty, or 
very little, in procuring as man y lobsters 
as may be retiuired, from the other side, 
and (as I will presently show) saftly and 
healthfully eonveyiug thoiu from east to 
west, if 110 seaweed is used, ami thuir liber- 
ty provided for. Now bore oomos in tbu 
tcniparature again. The temperature on 
tho trip should be as low as, r.t least, li'i ° 
Fah. and the direct eontaot with ice (I will 
explain further on) would furnish that, 
in the simpleat and most ett'ectual maii- 
aer. Let mo say hero that' when I de- 
termined upon iny present visit loB. G , 
I had what my frienda called "lobstin- on 
tho bruin." I thought that wh.n-o eraba 
were, lubaters might be. My intention 
was to wait in P. £. I. the completion of 
the P. R. (which I did), precure aulli- 
cient lobster stock to test tho question 
under diacuaaion, and add this industry tu 
this province. Soon after the comphitiun 
of that grand road, I travelled it, and 
reached my Pacific deatiualiou, but I 
brought no lobsters, — I waa aatiatijd, ful- 
ly, that I could convey them in good con- 
dition to Pacific waters, but I was just as 
certain, from a close study of their habits 
and wants, that I could not make them 
live afterwards, any nv^re than I could 
make a horse drink after leading him to 
the water trough. 

I corresponded with Professor Raird of 
the Smithsonian inatituto and he gave ino 
valuable information on the su.bjeot of 
water temperatures, and ouppliod nu; with 
all that tho marine depart men I at W'ash- 
ington had gathered on th.it point from 
certain soundings previously undertaken. 
The position I .\saumo, therefore, from 
that and other sources of inatruction and 
which seems the conclusion from such rt^- 
liable data, is that the difference in tem- 
perature between the salt watora on the 
east of the Dr. minion, and those on tint 
west, will forever bar tho profitable in- 
troduction of tho lobator ab.iut the coasta 
of British Columbia. 

Of course the moat certaiu way of do - 
termining ihe adaptation of the lobster t<] 
the surrounding waters of Vancouver is - 
land, is to give the thing a trial, and 
leave tho issue to Providence and the fas- 
tidious crustaoean to decide, but it muat 
not bo forgotten, that a very little devia- 
tion from natural conditions in ci.'iivjyir.g 
that genus of shellfish from the east 
across the coj^tinent to the west, perils 
the desired result, as the United States 
havo found on two trials, (following 
the seaweed tlieoiy), madt; by ex- 
perts, under government iiiatruetioii.s. 
Should, however, the attempt be made, 
and it is very probable it will, in ehouUl 
be borne in mind that so little ia kn iwn 
(correctly) about the ways and the w.mta 
of lobsters, outside of the boiling kettle, 
and so much nibbish h-.a been put into 
print about them, that an exiieriinnntaliht 
must depend inaiiily on what he really 
knowa and not at all on what ho only 
believes. 

While T waa invoatig,itilig the tcMouvra- 
turo of till! Pacific waters, .'.^ litt iro 
stated, 1 waa fortunate in meeting witii a 
practical and experienced ex))ert, who had 
long followed the lobster eanniug busi- 
ness, and was also a master tinman, still 
in busidBBB in Ohsrlottetown, P. £' I. I 
was so interested in his conversatioo, 
when I interviewed him, that I naked hnn 
to call on ine, that I ini^lit get the fullest 
details of ilia experience. From the 
memoranda I then made, it is evident the 
lobster is a cold weather advocate, and 
not very likely to enthuse over L'>rd 
Lome's account of the climatic condi- 
tions of British Columbia. The pirticu- 
lars may be briefly stated as f illows: The 
season for lobhter catching th tt brnught 
to light the lobster incident; I am abuut 
to narrate, promisL'd to be below the aver 
age, so the proprietor put up a ahed, and 
lloured it with thick blocks of ice and 
sawdust. His idea was that ho could 
collect tho lobsters and store them till he 
had ouougli for a full bciiling. lie found 
the benefit of that plan lo lie more than 
ho anticipated, for the stored lobsters 
were perfectly at home in their new 
quarters and low temperature, and even 
seemed to enjoy their cold expeiienee. 
At the close of that aueceaaful season ho 
prepared to return to hia city quarti'r.i, 
and determining to leave ovorythiiig 
in apple pie order for the next 
Beason, cleaned out the romAining ieo 
and sawdust from the sheds. The ica had 
considerably melted of course, and there 
were some Hi)aoo between the roniaiiia of 
the blocks, filled in with the sawdust, but 
that was all he saw, but as the debris was 
being shovelled out, the sawdust was 
found full of young lobsters, and to such 
an extent that he lifted them by shovelii 
full, and on dopoaitiiiir tlioiii in the sea 
water, saw thein to tako to it like youiig 
ducks. * 

Ithink then that I am justified in re- 
commending llioBo'i wIkj have "lobiter cm 
the brain" ua I had it, to use ice and saw 
dust only in freighting to B. 0. and if 
possible prevent their being jarred or dis 
turbod on tho road. Tliey would rei|uiro 
no food, but before starling aoiiio of 
the aea watiir to which ihey have been 
ueoualonied aliould be condensed by eva- 
poration, and afterward diluted pro|)erly, 
as required, and allowed to di]i on to tiio 
ioe that forms their bedway, from |u>iiit 
to point. C. I!. l!.M;.iri;ii.

The correspondent 
remiiula tho Times that when Daly was 
arieated there were found in hia house in 
Hirniiiighaiu Icttur? from Rraiuiaii, which 
provod^that it waa Daly'a purpoae to obtain 
admibsiou to tho atraiigera' gallery in the 
house of commona to tlirow a bomb on 
the table during the debate, the Parnel- 
litea, of eourao, to receive a caution be- 
forehand to absent tliemaelvea on tho oc- 
eaaioii. "If," oontiinuKl the correspon- 
dent, "Daly'a purpose bad been succeaa- 
iully carried out, every leading statesman 
ill the house of commons on both sides, 
including Gladstone, would have been 
killed.

In Mr. Stonhuuae'a letter, ])ubliahed 
yesterday, it is pleasing to find him an 
ardent aidvooate of a-rAilWay. to the north 
end of the island. Xt ia ainoerely to bo 

hoped that ho will keep the niaiu ques- 
tion, i e, , the railw.iy constantly iu view 
and not allow this to bu submerged orob- 
Boured by side issuea. There ia no in- 
tention here of doiiouncing Mr. Ston- 
lioueo's views about the price of land to 
settlera, and thist the mineral lands shall 
bo open to all at a rate fixed by statute. 
Something very simiiar has already boon 
hinted at in my letturu; but this matter 
uf detail and price must take a position 
lower than tho main question — tho rail- 
way. Thu price of and conditions at- 
taobed tu the land will doubtless be one 
of the knotty points in ths negotiations 
whioh it is hoped may enaue and must bo 
loft to the governiaeut, of course, subjoot 
to ratifioatioii. It may here be romarkod 
that any paper ngroemont may afford food 
fer lawyers, but cannot prevent any com- 
pany putting duinniy aettlers on land for 
the purpose of holding it for the com- 
pany. 

'1 ho question may be, will Mr. Sten- 
houso modify or keep in aboyancu hia 
rigid rules or keen them and allow the 
province to go without tho coveted rail- 
way. Noiv, auppiiiiiiig the company to 
refuse to take tho 750,000 acres of land 
ou the conditions indicated by Mr. Sten- 
houia, but require a money bonus instead, 
would ho bo propiifod to borrow §750,000 
at i; per cent, iolpreit ])()v aiinuiii, im a 
substitute for the land ( IF ho would, ho 
means tho proviuco to p.iy annually in in- 
terest $46,000, and fur sinking fund about 
$22,500, or aay $t)7, COO per annum for 
twenty yoars! I'ut uuother caso, would Mr. 
Stonhouse bo prepared to guarantee tho 
coinjjany §33,000 per nn a um, i i! (guar- 
antee iiitorcht on their caitlay at "J per 
cent, per annum) and boirow nnney at 
per cent, per annum tu pay it f Of 
course, in this case, the land would bo- 
long to the province; but how much per 
aoro would have to bo charged therefor 
in Older to pny ' li tliu iiilereat ami debt 
of the bonowi-d luonoy \^>u ciu't have 
your caka and oat it too. Depend upon 
it, no company will build the road with- 
out a i/in'i/ i>ru qm . Can tho province pro- 
vide say forty thousand dollars per annum 
out of current revenue 1 

It is pretty plain, than, that in negotia- 
ting to give land in lieu of inuuoy for tho 
railway, it is iinpotsiblo to lay down 
caatiron rules at prosoiil r.s to price and 
conditions to settlors. It is to bo hoped 
then, tliat sorno inutually favorable terms 
will be otlerad — for notka have been yet. 
There are plenty uf difiScuItiea in the way. 
Rather try to remove than to add to 
thorn. Many thanks to Mr. Ston- 
houae for his support, but it ia hoped he 
will think over the land queatim again.

WAY. 

ITIr. Eton's Successor at Wiijsii- 
pev not Yf^c Ai»|»ointe«l. 

(Toronto Globe ) 

Mr, W. C, Van Homo, vice-president 
Canadian Paoifio railway, was in the city 
Thursday, having eodae from the North- 
west via St. Pauland Chicago, and left 
last night for Montreal. To a reoorter of 
tho Globo, he stated that the Winnipeg 
roportera had put statements in his moutli 
with reference to the general suporintun- 
(lency there, whioh ho had not mado. He 
might, liowevor, state that there waa 
come probability that Mr Whyle would 
be appointed to tho general suporinten- 
deiicyof tho weutorn division. In fact it 
wa:< conceded that he was entitled to the 
position if he wanted it. 

With regard to through traffic from 
British Columbia and traus-Pacilio points, 
he might say that the cargo of the ahip 
Stafford was now on tha way from the 
ooaat and consisted of teas and misoel- 
laneoua iJapaneso and Chinese gooda, 
i\ portion of tho ton was 
for Canadian points, but the

With regard to the statement which 
had been published that tho Canadian Pa- 
cific had decided to abandon Vancouver 
as their terminal point in consequence of 
the injunction whioh had been obtained 
against them, he could- give ita fiat con- 
tradiction. As soon as they could they 
would go on to Vancouver, and in the 
meantime thoy were spending hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in improvements at 
that point, including ducks, terminals and 
a very large hotel. Tha construction of 
the Atlantic and North-west Railway was 
proceeding rapidly, and it had been de- 
cided to build from the bridge through 
St. John's to Sherbrooke, including the 
portion of road already constructed. 

A NEW POUGY. 



Brltlflii Eastern Diplomacy to 
Ciiangre. 

New York, Sept. 13. — Hon. Thomas 
Power O'Connor cables from Loudon to tho 
Star: Affairs iu the east of Europe for the 
moment dwarf home politics. A powerful 
party, every day growing in influence, led 
by men whose names are a tower of 
strength, has commenced agitation in favor 
of a renewal of England's traditional Turk- 
ish policy. Tho iilutform of tho new party 
is thu withdrawal of England from her 
Turkish alliance, aud tho establisbment of 
close relations with Ilnssin. Tho English 
policy iu the east pivots on defeating the 
designs of Russia to secure an outlet in the 
Mediterranean. This policy is now vigor- 
ously attacked, and the promoters of the 
pro-Bussian movement, boldly assail the 
Turkish government in both Europe and 
Asia as fatal to human progress and in- 
jurious to British interests. England is 
shown to bo tho only power that thinks it 
worth while to bolster up the vicious rule 
of tho Sultan. Tho other great powers, 
without exception, are willing to see the 
question of future ownership of Constanti- 
nople and partition of the "TurkiBh empire 
settled and done with.

Elected. 

Portland, Me., Sept. 14. — Returns 
from all but three towns in Cumberland 
County show that the entire ropiibliuaii 
ticket is elected. The ruturiia so far re- 
ooivod show that the Senote will bo com- 
pojsed of 2C republicans and 5 democrats, 
rhe last senate waa entireljr republican. 
The Houae of Bepreaentativea of 1885 
waa cijmpoaed of 116 republioana, 31 do- 
mocrats and 2 groonbackera. Tho repub- 
licans have gained 12 and lost 2, and 4 
more are in doubt. If the doubtful ones 
are democrats, the republicans will have 
gained 3 over last year.

pired. An examination allowed a wound 
iu the breaat whore a penknife had ovi- 
doiitly ponotratod to tho heart. Tho 
knife could not be found, nor is it known 
who inflicted the fatal wound.

Rat PonTAOE, Sept.; U. — One- of the . 
worst acoidenta which ever occurred on" 
this section of tho Canadian Paoifio rail- 
way took place here at an early hour this 
morning, at a point some two miles oast 
of Beaver Crock or about fifteen miles 
eaat of this place. At this point the road 
runs through solid rook some fifteen feet 
deep, with steep rocky sides. The heavy 
rains of the past few days looaened a large 
rock weighing between seron and eight 
hundred pounds fr<un tho side of the cut, 
and rolling down it struck the track at 
the eastern terminus of thu out,and Stay- 
ed there wedged firmly across the road 
directly in the path ot the paaaenger 
train from the eaat. Such a terrible dia- 
aater (i8 would have been caused had the 
Pacific Express struck the rock was pre- 
vented by another disaster resulting in 
tho loss of two Uvea. A freight train left 
RatPortai'je about midnight in charge of 
Conductor Furnett and Engineer Heffer- 
nen. The regular fireman of the locomo- 
tive left the train here to pilot a new en- 
gineer westward over the division and hia 
place waa taken by Arthur Phillips, Tho 
train after leaving here made good time, 
and shortly after midnight entering tha 
deep cut ihuiid jred along at the rate of 
twenty iniloa e.n hour. It struck the 
boulder with terrific force. The engine 
was wrenched and twisted out of shape. 
The three cars were dashod against the 
sides of the cut nuu smashed into kind- 
ling wood, and the other cars jumped the 
track and piled up on one another. As 
the engine struck tho bouldor the boiler 
burst, and the imprisoned steam spurted 
into tho cab, the Engineer Heffernen 
being inataiilly scalded to death, and 
burning Phillips to badly that in ton 
minutes ho loo was dead. Darby, a 
brakesman on ono of the forward cars, 
waa also struck by the escaping steam 
and received painful bums but it ia hoped 
not fatal injuries. The danger aignal 
was displayed and the passenger train was 
stopped in time to prevent a loss of life 
which would have been appalling and car- 
ried grief and mourning into a hundred 
homea.
